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From time to time new terms are added to the subject index. The indexes published 
before a new term is added, however, have not been changed to include it. For ex- 
ample, “Mexican-American students” has been added in the Winter 1975 issue, but 


abstracts about Mexican-American students in previous issues are indexed only under 


“ethnic backgrounds.” 
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
